The explanation of the terms in "Another Homeland" 

1 ) Japanese Ministry of Health and Welfare (Kl seishi 1 hoken Iryokyoku): Japanese Public med- 
ical institution that promotes public health. KUseishU is the highest institution of public medical welfare ami 
is in charge of the public's health, both in terms of safety and preservation. 

I ) Black Magic: Western magic is generally classified as either black or white magic. Things like alchemy 
and medicinal magic, that are used for positive purposes, are white magic: those that are used to injure lives 
tuid for evil putpose are called black magic. 

i I Forensic medicine: A branch of applied medicine that deals with determining the cause and time of 
death, etc. 

■») Mudra of Ksitigarhha Bndhisattva: Ksiligarbha means "Womb of die Earth" in Sanskrit. In the eigh- 
teenth chapter of Avatamska Sutra. "The Ten Inexhaustible Treasuries.’ Ksitigarhha Bodhisattva utilizes her 
power to ensure that evil spirits cannot approach. Her hand gesture symlKiliz.es a barrier. 

6) Russian Gypsy Card: Gypsies live their lives wandering without a fixed home, and (hey are often die 
subject of prejudice and discriminated against. In Europe, there are urban legends that gypsies poison wells 
and household pets, kidnap children, or i-at human flesh. Russian gypsy cards are mysterious fortune-telling 
cards that were handed down in secret -among the generations. They can tell one’s fortune and also help one- 
cope with said fortune. The reason why the killer used the cards in "Another Homeland'' is because the fate 
of the human bones from Shinjuku is like that of die gypsies who are persecuted. 

7) Reaper: Also called the spirit of death. A spectre that appears to someone about to die. It is the god of 
dcadi that comes to reap die soul of an individual upon p-assing. Generally, he's known by his image as a 
skeleton wearing (altered rags and holding a large sickle. He appears as a symbol of death and rebirth in 
Western religions. 

8) On the Mainichi Newspaper article: The article from the Mainichi Newspaper homepage is a fic- 
tionalized one reconstructed from the actual events at the time. 

9) Mara Island: Area 0.3 square kilometers (0.12 square miles), Population (rt (1995). It's the south- 
ern-most island of Korea. There is a man-operated lighthouse and it is the location of the final Korean tomb- 
stone. the one farthest from the mainland. Many tourists visit due to its unique location as part of Korea's 
territory. 

10) Starving spirits: They are also called hungry ghosts. It is said that avaricious people descend to this 
condition of existence after death. Refers to ones who are in the hell of starvadon. one of the six realms of 
Buddhism. Starving demons roam the Earth full of thirst and hunger, and it is said their stomach can hold 
more than the limits of normal human avarice. 

I I ) The truth about poet Vun Tongju's death (b. 1917): He died on February 16. 1945 in Hukuoka 
Prison. Japan. At the dmc of his death, over fifty needle marks were found on his forearm. Later, it was found 
that he was administered a serum that was a substitute for physiological saline used in a dysentery vaccine 
experiment that w-as a part of live human experiments in Japan. This serum is believed to be the cause of his 

12) Oksuna: In Korea, it is a slang term used to refer to transvestites, but the origin is from Japan's Sengoku 
("Warring States") period (1467-1568). Men who dressed as women and took women's roles in theatre 
were called okama, but it is a tradidon that continues in contemporary Japanese society. In die past, it is said 
that men were cast as okama in special circumstances. In Island, this culture was used as a basis for cre- 
ating an imaginary incantation. 

13) Priest's (ringed) staff: Staff used by Buddhist priests. Khakkhara in Sanskrit. When a Buddhist monk 
is cultivating his morals or on the road, he chases away poisonous snakes and insects with his staff, or when 
he goes to homes to ask for alms, he sounds the rings to announce his arrival, or when he is in the moun- 


tains and mecis an elderly person, it is used to help support him. In Esoteric Buddhism, there is an incan- 
tation to use it for self-protection. 

14) Rimaesul: A summoning incantation. Riniae has a human form, unlike other ghosLs. It is a ghost that 
incantation masters summon often, because, unlike other ghosLs. it is adaptable and fears humans. 

15) Chugomdo: An incantation dial apostate Buddhist monks used. When a monk writes a description 
of an imaginary being on an amulet made from a piece of paper, the being would come alive. Since it Ls 
an incantation that disturbs nature, it is forbidden in Taoism, but has been handed down to Japanese 

hamans 

16) Kartika knife: knife used in Tibet to cut meat and human flesh. 

17) Law firm: International corporation of lawyers. It selects the world's most prominent lawyers and is 
the most influential organization in civil law, 

18) "Another Home": Written in 1941 during Korea's independence movement against Japan. The poem 
is about one's nostalgia for home and Choson's (Korea's old name) independence, hut in most of the 
recent critical biographies, the scholars focused only on die literal meaning of "home." The author of The 
Critical Biography ofTongjim Yun ( 1995. Munhakscgyesa), Prof. Yi Konch'on says that die "home" in 
".-Another Home' is the place of return for comfort and the source of all memories. The poem is like the 
heart of a wanderer that says, T am a bone who has lost my home and a resting place, and I ask for a home 
in the true sense of the word.'" 



The Bones from Shinjuku 


Yesterday, Today, and Tomorrow... 


The irutii behind the bones found in Shinjuku con- 
struction site. 

On July 22. 1989. heaps of unidentified human bones 
were found underground at the Toyama construction 
site in Shinjuku. Japan. They passed through the ward 
office and were transported to the Ministry of Welfare 
and Health by the l mekoshi police for immediate 
analysis. 

However, three years later, the Ministry of Welfare still 
had not announced any results from the analysis of 
die bones, and when die incident appeared as if it was 
going to remain unsolved, diere was a rise in suspi- 
cion among Japanese public groups w ho said that the 
bones were related to l nil '31. These groups began 
a campaign to collect signatures on a petition to 
demand the truth behind the bones be released 
Finally, the government could no longer resist the 
public and released the results of the analysis of the 
bones on April 22. 1992.

In 1993. despite the demand of the public organi- 
zations for a re-analysis, the government conclud- 
ed that no further investigation was necessary, and 
passed a bill to incinerate the bones. They entrust 
cd die remains to a funeral home in Ookubo. 




And the Lonely and Desperate Struggle 
of the Committee for the Bones in 
Question... 

In 1996, the public organization the Committee for 
the Investigation of the Bones in Question tried to 
search for the truth. They published the book The 
Bones Accuse and theorized through real docu- 
ments that the Shinjuku bones are those of .Asians 
(Koreans and Chinese) who died in the experi- 
ments on live humans conducted by t nil '31. 

The Conspiracy Theory of Shinjuku Live 
Human Experiments in The Bones Accuse 

1 . The surface of the bones were chemi- 
cally treated Iwidt formalin) 

2. There are traces of damage by med- 
ical tools ( marks of drills, scalpels, etc.) 

3. There was an army medical school 
during World War II on the Toyama 
construction site where the Shinjuku human 
remains were discovered 

4. The charge that the army medical 
school had used maruta front 1 nit ”3 1 for live 
human experiments has been acknowledged as 
true in a post-war trial.

Moreover. The Bones Amuse insists on the suspi- 
cion of these human experiments through the use 
of real-life evidence; unfortunately, this book did 
not gamer much public interest The Committee for 
the Investigation of the Bones, as a last resort, took 
legal action to delay the judgment to incinerate the 
bones and temporarily postponed their destruction 
twice; however, on December 19. 2000, the last 
trial was held at the highest court in Japan. The ver 
diet was against die committee. 

In Spring 2001. the government ordered the ward 
to incinerate the bones, and currently, no one 
knows where die remains have been stored. The 
Japanese citizens who are in the Committee for the 
Investigation of the Bones are still in a desperate 
struggle to uncover the truth — if. for nothing else, 
but to find the souls of the deceased a home . . 
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
